This  Company,  which  is  incorporated  by  Letters  Patent  from  the 
Governor-General  of  Canada,  under  authority  of  the  Canadian 
Joint-Stock  Act,  1877,  was  formed  in  1878  by  a  number  of 
wealthy  gentlemen  in  Peterborough,  to  facilitate  the  investment 
of  their  funds.
